vering any fpecial damages he, the or they may 
fuftain in confequence of any Gin-holder nes 
gligently keeping his, her or their Gin.

Secrion 1t, BE it enacted by the Legif- 
lative Council and Houfe of Reprefentatives of 
the Mississtppi territory in general affembly con- 
wened, That each & every free white male cities’ 
zen refiding in this territory, and being of thé 
- age of eighteen years, and uncer the age of for- 
ty-five (except as is hereinafter excepted) hall 
feverally and refpeQively be enrolled in the: 
militia by the commanding officer of the come’ 
pany within whofe bounds fuch. citizen may ree 
fide. And it fhal at all times hereafter be 
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the duty of fuch commanding officer to enroll 
every citizen. who fhall from time to time are 
rive at the age of eighteen years (except as bee 
fore excepted) or fhali come to refide within 
his bounds, and (hall without delay notify fuch 
citizen of the faid enrollment by a proper non- 
commiffioned officer of the company by whom 
fuch notice may be proved. The officers exe» . 
cutive and judicial, the territorial treafurer, 
all minifters of- the Gofpel licenfed to preach 
according to the rales of their fect, regularly 
practifing Phyficians, teachers in public Semi- 
naries and fchool-tafters, and keepers of the .
